It shows a very clear understanding of 
the relation of the three departments of the League to 
the program of education in the parish, essentially the 
League is “a training agency”. By the way, that “Luth- 
eran Monthly” is a splendidly edited monthly.

“The Church has two organizations that direct their 
efforts, especially in reaching the youth. The Sunday 
School as the Church’s great teaching agency, and 
the Luther League as its training agency. All Sunday 
School teachers should realize that the imparting of 
knowledge is only a means to lead the children to 
Christ, and should strive to live all that they hope to 
lead their children to become. They should preface their 
teaching with prayer, and always conduct themselves as 
becometh Christians. If children are allowed to grow 
up in the Sunday School and not come into the Church 
when they have reached the proper age, there is some- 
thing wrong. The school is failing in its greatest mis- 
sion, The Luther League in its three-fold departments 
takes the child at an early age and aims to train it for 
Christian service, and to guard it through the critical 
periods of development so as to always keep it under 
Christian influence.

A LOOK AT PORTO RICO LUTHER LEAGUES 
(By Rev. Rudolph Schulz, Ife) 


While on a brief visit to the West Indies during 
late January and early February it was my privilege to 
attend three League meetings in Porto Rico; one at 
First English Lutheran Church, San Juan; one at Zion 
Lutheran Church, Bayamon; the third, the annual con- 
vention of the Luther League of Porto Rico. 

One comes away from these League meetings with 
some very definite impressions. Over Porto Rico flies 
the American flag but the tropical setting and Spanish 
atmosphere makes one appreciate anew the world-wide- 
ness of the Luther League movement. One senses also 
that the League program is taken seriously. Don’t mis- 
interpret that last sentence. I do not mean to imply 
that the young people attend these meetings with long, 
sombre faces. Youth is youth the world over. I do 
mean, however, that our missionaries and native work- 
ers consider the League program indispensable in the 
training of Christian leaders. If you had been with me 
on the evening of January 27th, attending the meeting 
of the Luther League of First Church, San Juan, had 
listened to the excellent and well prepared papers which 
these young Porto Ricans presented on the subject, 
“How. Can We Best Serve the English Speaking People 
of Porto Rico?”—or if you had been with me on the 
evening of February 4th, attending the meeting of Zion 
Luther League, of Bayamon, and had observed these 
young Porto Ricans respond to roll call, not with “here” 
or “present”, but by repeating a Bible verse in Spanish— 
or if you had been with me on Thursday, January 30th, 
attending the annual convention of the Luther League 
of Porto Rico, had perceived the interest shown by ap- 
proximately fifty delegates who had come at a cost 
which involved financial expense as well as loss of time 
from school or work—to have observed this is to be 
convinced that Professor Ralph Heim was right when he 
said at Omaha, “Do not apologize for your Luther 
League enthusiasm.” 

Come, take a look with me at the annual convention 
of the Luther League of Porto Rico. The convention 
date is Thursday, January 30th. In the northern section 
of our continent that date may mean blizzards and zero 
weather; but down in Porto Rico the thermometer 
hovers between 75 and 80 degrees. We are the guests 
of the San Pablo Luther League, Puerta de Tierra. 
Within a stone’s throw of the neat, attractive San 
Pablo Church is the Atlantic—the Atlantic of the trepics 
—and oh! what a sea of dazzling turquoise blue it is! 


Luther League of Porto Rico

A native pastor conducts a brief devotional service; 
there is a word of welcome from the President of the 
San Pablo League; Rev. Gustav A. Huf, President of 
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the Luther League of Porto Rico, formally opens the 
conference and the convention is under way. Impres- 
sions register so thick and fast that we open our note- 
books to jot down that: 

Spanish, not English, is the official language of the 
convention. Yet, many of these young men and women 
can read, write, speak the English language. America’s 
public school system has done much for Porto Rico. 


VILLA BETANIA, PORTO RICO 
Villa Betania is the home for women missionaries in Bayamon, 


Porto Rico, completed last year. Miss Frieda M, Hoh, our regis- 
tered nurse, and Miss Mary Markley, our kindergarten leader, live 
there. It is named after the familiar retreat in Bethany. A beauti- 
ful panorama of the mountains and the sea—one of the best in the 
island—is seen from its veranda. 

In conducting the business sessions of the conven- 
tion proper, parlamentary procedure is observed. — Offi- 
cers and committee chairmen submit written reports. 
Here is evidence that Porto Rican Leaguers are securing 


training in the “business school of the Church”. 


Leaguers from the “Isle of Enchantment” are Junior 
Luther League enthusiasts. The Junior Luther League 
of San Pablo, under the direction of Miss Nieves Villa- 
rini, gave one of the finest presentations of the pageant, 
“The Church Year’, which the writer has ever witnessed. 
Last year nearly forty per cent of Senior League con- 
tributions were given to the Junior League cause. Most 
of this was used to pay the cost of translating and pub- 
lishing Junior material. 

One of the barriers to greater Luther League pro- 
gress in Porto Rico is the lack of suitable literature. No 
material is available in Spanish nor are funds to be had 
for this important phase of League work. 

Monte Flores! How attentively the 
listened to Dr. Fry as he spoke concerning the mission- 
ary objective. Monte Flores! What a tremendous help 
this training school for normal teachers will be to our 
mission field. Secretary Traver’s definition of the Monte 
Flores project: “The love gift of Lutheran youth to 
Porto Rico”, is fine. Let it be emphasized that Monte 
Flores is also a love gift of Porto Rico Lutheran youth 
to Porto Rico. Do not get the impression that Porto 
Rico Luther Leaguers are content to merely watch the 
Leaguers of the States contribute to this objective. 
They, too, are going to do their part. If we in the 
States will exhibit the same spirit which the Porto Rican 
Leaguers do, the Monte Flores goal will be reached long 
before the Reading Convention. 

To have had a look at Porto Rico Luther Leagues, 
to have had the honor and pleasure of carrying to them 
the greetings of the Luther League of America, prompts 
one to join with President Dittmer in saying that “it’s 
great to be a Luther Leaguer”.

Dear Folks: 


How much does Easter add to our happiness? No 
one could ever measure the meaning of Easter. It 
would do you good to write down in order the blessings 
Easter has brought you. Here is my list: 1. All man- 
kind has instinctively reached out after the assurance 
that if a man die he will live again. Jesus’ resurrection 
gives me the complete proof. Since He lives, my loved 
ones will live again through Him. How could I be 
happy without that assurance? 2. Easter proves the 
truth of Jesus. It vindicates Him. His every claim to 
be my Saviour is made certain by His resurrection. If 
He has power over death, He can forgive sin. If He 
kept His promise with regard to rising again, He will 
keep all His pledges. 3. I find happiness in His victory 
over the tomb because I love him. I could not read 
the story of His life without feeling the winsomeness of 
His character. I find myself sharing the experiences of 
His life and longing to see Him win out with His life 
of love. When He goes to the cross, I am sad. But 
when I hear “He is risen”, I rejoice. It is the victory 
of a Friend. 4. His resurrection is also a vindication of 
His way of life. He lived for others in self-forgetful 
service. Suppose the cross was the end? But the cross 
was not the end and His conquest of the cross is assur- 
ance that the life of loving service is the only life to have.

Our 
young folks avoid a business meeting. They say they 
are bored. 

Successful business meetings are being held in 
many Leagues where there is no social feature. But, to 
be frank, the great majority of Leagues combine either 
the social or the devotional meeting with the business 
meeting. This is not at all ideal. If a business meet- 
ing is properly prepared by a meeting of the executive 
committee, at least a week before, the business should 
be transacted with dispatch. Young folks are not bored 
by business but by poorly prepared business and by 
poor presiding. Every President should have “Better 
Business’—price 5 cents. 

Why should the Luther League bother about scout- 

They are rivals of the Intermediate League. 
Not necessarily rivals. They will be rivals if no 
interest is taken in their organization by the League. 
The Scouts are here, many troops organized in our 
Lutheran churches and many hundreds of our boys and 
girls in these and community troops. Their program is 
fine when they are led by true Christians.

Our League banquet becomes so noisy and wild 
that we cannot get our young folks settled down right 
for a speech. What shall we do? 

That is a hard question to answer. If it happens 
regularly I should either stop having banquets or stop 
having speakers afterwards. Perhaps you could take 
your crowd into the church for the program after the 
banquet. Put the question up to your young folks at 
a business meeting before you invite a speaker. Get 
their pledge to be courteous before you invite the 
speaker. It is a shame ever to have a speaker and give 
him divided attention. If I have to speak where some 
young folks are whispering or fooling in the back of the 
room, my address will be spoiled. No one who ever 
went through an experience like this would make any 
confusion. It is a dreadfully embarrassing moment for 
a speaker. Common courtesy demands a hearing.

ADVERTISING METHODS 
(By Bill Elliott) 

Advertising has been used since the world began 
and will be used till the end of time. Because every 
time you talk or write about a person or a subject you 
are advertising it. You are giving it a reputation. 

The greatest Advertiser and the greatest piece of 
advertising ever written is God and the Bible. When 
God created the earth and man He did not sit back and 
let man progress in ignorance of his Maker. He kept 
in personal touch with him. He advertised Himself. 
As man grew and progressed so that he was able to 
read, He gave to a few a greater and divine knowledge 
so that they were able to set these facts in writing. 
When Christ was on earth He gathered a group of 
men about Him whom He instructed in Christian re- 
ligion. We do not have these men with us now, but 
we have their writings. If we want to make the 
Christian Endeavor Society stand out as the greatest 
organization of its kind, we must advertise. 

Take such firms as the Coca-Cola Company 
and the William Wrigley Company, and consider the 
very small way in which they started. Their first bills 
for advertising were around $25. They have since spent 
millions for advertising and grew so that the Coca- 
Cola Company, that is the present company, paid the 
original owners $20,000,000 for the good will which 
was created through advertising. Now, if such organi- 
zations, whose interests are financial gain, can make a 
success of advertising, then we, of the Christian En- 
deavor can also make a success of it. 

But above all we must have the goods. If the 
Press Committee advertises a good prayer meeting, a 
snappy society, sociable young folks, great programs, 
etc., they must have them or! the Press Committee will 
get a bad name and the society will not. flourish as the 
young folks the Press Committee are trying to reach 
will not come back.

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A Sermon to Boy Scouts 


BUILDING A LIFE 
(By Rev. Hugh S. Rhyne, M.A., B.D., 
Pastor of the College Church, Marion, Va.) 
II Timothy 2:15 


“Study to show thyself approved unto God, a work- 
man that needeth not be ashamed.” 

Paul was a very ambitious fellow. His whole life 
proved this statement. He was ever on the alert, ever 
moving, ever trying to make something of his life. 
When he was a follower of Judaism he was at the head 
of that religion. When he became a Christian, he was 
even more zealous for that cause. We see him a rest- 
less, nervous individual, always on the alert for the 
movement he represented. We see him forging his 
way through Asia Minor, meeting opposition at every 
point; we see him arrested and beaten. We see him 
hooted and almost killed by the mob; we see him ship- 
wrecked and cast upon an island; we see him a prisoner 
in Rome. And why did he go through all of this? Be- 
cause he wanted to make the most of his life and do his 
part in the establishment of Christianity. 

We do not have to read between the lines to learn 
that Paul was ambitious. That fact was plainly appar- 
ent. He was a type that wanted to make his life 
count all it possibly could. He had only one life to 
live, and he wanted to give every sixty seconds of full 
work. Is it any wonder that Paul advised Timothy 
“study to show thyself approved unto God, a workman 
that needeth not be ashamed”? At the close of his life, 
when Paul was weighing the effects of his time spent in 
this world, he could feel that he had been a workman 
that needeth not be ashamed. 

If Paul had been living today, I believe that he 
would have been a boy scout when he was a boy. I 
believe this because the boy scout movement helps to 
build a finer sort of a life. Its program has been built 
to appeal to the boy and it does that very thing. A 
boy that gets into a troop that is active, and is living 
up to its scouting ideals, has a far better chance to make 
his life count than a fellow who has to “drift through” 
the early teen age unguided and undirected. 

In order to prove this case, may I present several 
ideas? 

In the first place, the scout movement gives a boy 
the action that his body naturally craves. The most 
restless creature in the world outside of a flea is a 
growing boy of the teen age. No wonder mothers lave 
nervous breakdowns, high blood pressure and gray 
hairs far before their years; providing meals, darning 
stockings, keeping clothes in order, maintaining disci- 
pline in the home and looking after things in general 
when there are several “young Americans” around. It is 
a high class job for anybody; a boy just naturally wants 
action. The Scout Troop gives him an outlet for all his 
surplus energy that piles up like water behind a dam. 
Nobody wants to see a boy basking in the sunlight 
twiddling his thumbs. There will be plenty of time 
later for that. Neither does anyone want to see him 
sitting in a chimney corner gazing at a knothole. That 
knothole can take care of itself. A boy has a craving 
‘for action, and thank God for it. The Scout Troop 
gives him a place where he can be active, and active in 
a way that will build his life. 

In the second place, in a Scout Troop the boy re- 
ceives individual attention and because of this becomes 
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conscious self. When a boy comes into a Troop, he is 
not lost in the shuffle. He does not become one of 
thirty-two fellows and the thirty-two make up a whole. 
He is a separate and distinct entity and receives indi- 
vidual attention. He is immediately given a task to do, 
and that task is to work off his test. The leader has his 
eye upon that boy from the beginning, and he continu- 
ally urges him to become the very highest sort of scout. 
The boy feels an impulse to accomplish something worth 
while, because of the interest he feels the leader to be 
taking in him. The boy begins to give himself a 
value. He begins to give himself up with the other 
fellows in the troop. He realizes that he is only a be- 
ginner, and that the other fellows are ahead of him. 
He begins to sense his need for diligence. He begins 
to realize that he has a personality different from any 
one else in the world. The scout movement helps him 
to realize that, he is a separate individual and that he 
has a responsibility to develop that life of his. Under 
the guidance of his leader, he moves upward through 
the various tests, feeling an expanding growth in his 
life. He is thrilled by this growth and moves on and 
on. When a fellow gets that spirit in his life, he has 
taken a long step toward self advancement. 


In the third place, and closely connected with the 
preceding point, in the Scout Troop a boy learns to 
live with others, at the same time he is diligently trying 
to advance himself, This is no Robinson Crusoe world 
we are living in. We are all continually rubbing elbows 
with the man next to us. There must be developed 
that art of “getting along together.” A child that grows 
up in a home where he is the only child has a handi- 
cap in life because he does not learn to give and take. 
This he will have to learn in life. In the Scout Troop, 
where the boy has fellowship with thirty-one fine chaps, 
he learns this lesson. There is a spirit of rivalry in 
the healthy troop—but the finest sort of rivalry; good 
sportsmanship is the byword for Scouts. The Golden 
Rule is the way, of living here, “each scout doing unto 
the other fellow as he would have him do unto him.” 
Here the scout learns that he has a freedom and liberty 
only so long as it does not conflict with someone else. 
Here he learns that the spirit of co-operation, working 
in harmony with others, is the best way to live. A 
“troop consciousness” is always present in every troop, 
and the boys learn that the way to have a “good troop” 
is to pull together. They learn that the way to make a 
good name for their troop is for each fellow to do his 
very best at all times, and that this combined “good- 
ness” makes their troop noteworthy. This is a valuable 
lesson for life. 

In the fourth place, the Scout Troop offers the 
chance for outdoor life. It is natural for a monkey to 
climb a tree. It is natural for a negro to sing and 
dance, and it is natural for a boy to want to get out 
into the open spaces. Any person who has noticed the 
way-boys slip away from school and wander out toward 
the favorite swimming hole when the first warm beams 
of the spring sun begin to come, can appreciate this 
fact. Some one has said that since we are made of 
earth, and since it has not been long since a boy was 
earth, that there is a kindred tie binding the boy to 
mother nature. Anyway, the boy likes the out-of-doors. 
He hates the closeness of urban life. His spirit longs 
for the open spaces where he can race freely, chase 
butterflies and take a plunge in the creek. Scouting 
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solves the problem of this natural urge. It takes a 
boy into the woods. But it does it in an intelligent 
way. The time is not spent aimlessly but in a pur- 
posive manner. Hikes for special reasons, as, to gather 
specimens of insects; collect leaves of as many different 
types of trees as is possible—these are things that 
appeal to a boy and yet which give him valuable infor- 
mation. Many truths about the Maker of the universe 
are unconsciously learned by boys out in the woods. 
If you can learn something about the character of a 
workman by examining a chair he has made, you can by 
the same token learn something of the Maker of the 
universe by studying His handicraft at first hand. How 
many boys have first been introduced to the Christ 
around some campfire? Like a rose in the warm sun- 
licht unfolds its delicate petals, so does the soul of a 
boy open up in the great out-of-doors. Scouting takes 
a boy out-of-doors. 

In the fifth pace, a Scout Troop answers the boy’s 
love for romance. A boy is a very imaginative crea- 
ture. He likes to clothe himself with the regalia of 
knights, and ride forth on adventures new and bold. 
On a magic carpet of his imagination, he takes trips 
into strange and foreign lands. He likes to weave 
dreams in which he is the hero. The boy lives much of 
his time in the land of romance and chivalry. In scout- 
ing, this desire to do things and to become a hero is 
answered. Clothed in his uniform he is another fellow 
living in another world. He goes forth to help his 
fellow-man, doing his good turns, smiling here and 
there, and leaving sunshine in his wake. In this world 
he approximates his dreams. Scouting answers a boy’s 
love for romance. 

In the sixth place, scouting gives the boy a hero 
that he can worship today—the Scoutmaster. We are 
all imitators from the earliest years of our lives. When 
we were only small children, we tried to do what those 
about us did. As we grew older, we picked some person 
that was our ideal and we tried to copy him. A boy 
sometimes has his dad for his hero, but more often it 
is someone else. In the troop, the Scoutmaster is thrown 
very intimately with his boys. He takes hikes with 
them, sleeps with them, tells them stories and talks 
with them about their life’s work. The Scoutmaster, in 
the boy’s imagination becomes almost perfect. Any- 
thing the Scoutmaster does is right. A clean-cut Scout- 
master can and does have tremendous influence on the 
teen age boy. .How much better it is for the boy to 
have a clean-living Scoutmaster for his ideal than 
some suave pomaded young man who hangs around 
the corner, wearing college-cut clothing and bearing a 
mind that is evil and unclean. Scouting gives the grow- 
ing boy a hero that is worth while. 

In the seventh place, scouting is a character build- 
ing concern of the highest worth to the boy. After all, 
character is the highest asset that can be given to a boy 
by any organization. If the scout movement was some- 
thing to merely take up a boy’s time and occupy a boy’s 
mind, merely something to keep him busy, it would 
lack that deep,something which makes life worth while. 
But scouting does touch the inner life in a very real 
and practical way. The Law and Oath run all through 
scouting like a golden string binding and tieing it all 
together. When a boy is taught to worship God, love 
his fellow-man and respect himself, he has been taught 
the deepest meaning of life. When a man does, those 
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-three things perfectly, he has reached the acme of moral 


accomplishments. Scouting bows in humble worship 
and adoration to the great Scoutmaster of the uni- 
verse. Scouting teaches each boy to love his fellow- 
man and to help him daily. Scouting teaches the boy to 
respect himself and to build himself into the finest and 
best possible type of manhood. These objectives form 
the skeleton of scouting. They are the framework on 
which all of its activities are built. They are the 
warp and woof of the scouting program and upon these 
are woven the patterns of a scout’s daily life. The 
scout law with its simple practical laws of living, based 
upon the ideals of Christ, sinks into the boy’s inner con- 
sciousness and becomes a part of his very existence. 
The scout law firmly imbedded in any boy’s life gives 
him a rock bottom on which he can build his charac- 
ter. What the iron rods running through and criss- 
crossing here and there do to strengthen a concrete 
building, that is what the law does to the boy’s life. 
It gives strength, firmness and stability to inner life. 
Scouting gives to the boy in a very human practical 
way the ideals of Christ for everyday living. 


If scouting does all of this for a boy, I am sure 
it is a type of organization that Paul would have liked 
to have belonged to. Paul was ambitious to make 
something of his life, advised: “Study to show thyself 
approved unto God.’ Most assuredly he would have 
been a scout if scouting helps a boy to do this very 
thing. The scout movement takes a boy by the hand, 
as a helping friend, and says to him, “Come with me and 
I will show you, a finer way of living; come with me, 
and I will help you to build a life that counts; come 
with me, and I will lead you into a more grand and 
noble manhood than you ever dreamed of; come with - 
me, my son, and I will help to make you a man after 
God’s own heart.” Yes, Paul would have been a scout 
had he been living today.

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CONFIRMATION IN THE ARGENTINE

7 Besides being a privilege and pleasure, it is a revela- 
tion for one to return to his homeland after an absence 
of five years. 

In 1924 the writer left the United States to enter 
the work of our Church in the Argentine. His knowl- 
edge, or rather lack of knowledge, of the new field to 
which he was going was presumably that of the majority 
of people at home. The Argentine signified an infi- 
nite stretch of territory in a continent that lies south of 
the equator, the only inhabitant of which who ever be- 
came famous was Luis Angel Firpo, pugilist. 

After five years of residence in the Argentine, how- 
ever, a few facts are added to one’s fund of information. 
Then when one returns to his land of birth and is con- 
fronted with the same hazy ideas on the part of other 
people, that once were his own, he (forgetful creature 
that he is) is inclined to be surprised that people can 
be so ignorant regarding the climate, cus- 
toms, and history of a nation that is des- 
tined to rank among the first of 
world, not long hence. 

The differences between the United 
States and Argentina that everyone ought 
to be aware of, with a little reflection, is 
the fact that when it is summer north of 
the equator it is winter south of it, and 
vice versa. But this patent truth seemed 
to surprise most of the people to whose 
attention it was called. This situation 
produces changes in customs to which we 
must become adapted. Our church work 
is not altogether unaffected by this situa- 
tion either. The harvest time for our 
churches at home is the Easter and Pen- 
tecost seasons chiefly. Hence our school 
children who, during the winter months 
attend school, also prepare themselves for 
confirmation, attending catechetical 
classes during the same period. 

Now in the Argentine, the school year 
begins with the month of March and lasts 
until the end of November, Catechetical classes begin 
with the opening of the school year. What season of the 
Church year shall be chosen as confirmation time, that 
will best work in this situation? Why the Reformation 
season, of course. A season admirably adapted to the 
education of a nominally Roman Catholic people, in the 
history of the life and work of Martin Luther, in a series 
of special services, the climax of which may be the con- 
firmation of the catechumens and reception of other 
new members. Hence, since 1925 this custom has been 
established and followed annually. 

Our series of special services in Buenos Aires began 
this year on Wednesday night, October 30th. Rev. P 
O. Machetzki began the series with a wonderfully in- 
structive sermon on the life and work of our notable 
Reformer. Thursday night of the 3lst, the 412th anniver- 
sary of Luther’s nailing of the 95 theses to the church 
door at Wittenberg, Rev. Armbruster, pastor of the 
church, examined the confirmands publicly and preached

the sick, totaled 126, the largest for a single Sunday in 
the history of our congregation. 

Of this year’s class of catechumens, all but one are 
students of our day school. Four of the boys, Armando 
Galice, Adolfo Haupt, Carlos Vogelsang and Rafael 
Pessina, are members of the Boarding School, coming 
from different parts of the Republic to Buenos Aires 
for their education. These boys will return after the 
summer vacation to continue their studies. 

Seven members of the class came from the primary 
department of the school while four from the secondary 
department, three boys being students of the National 
College and one girl, Matilde Agramonte, a second 
year student of the Commercial School. 

A most encouraging feature of this year’s service 
was the goodly number of confirmands of recent years 


ing the total accessions for the season 20. 
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who attended the service and received communion. Since 
1921, 78 have been confirmed in our congregation “El 
Redentor”’, without counting this year’s class. Of this 
number, three have since died. Fourteen have moved 
from the city, and we hope that all have gone to be mis- 
sionaries of the Gospel of Christ, to the different parts 
of the Republic and world to which they have gone. 
Seven have gone to distant parts of Argentina’s in- 
terior, one has removed to the United States, one to 
Germany, two to Uruguay, and three to Brazil. Of the 
remaining sixty-one, thirty-nine attended the service and 
communed with their respective confirmation classes. 


As the years pass we hope to make this season a 
season of homecoming, in which those who have re- 
newed their baptismal vows at this altar, and have since 
gone to different parts of the Republic and the world, 
may return to consecrate themselves anew to Christ

Bede tells us that the word

Miss Laura Nie- 
baum is their newly-elected sponsor. A lovely girl and 
is very capable to handle teen age folks. She has had 
charge of 4-H-club work of Washington County for six 
years so knows just how to go about leading these 
young Lutherans. I’m so happy when some one like 
Miss Niebaum takes the sponsorship of an Intermediate 
League, for it means a firm foundation for the ‘middle 
department’. 

“Now for a word about our Kountze League. Of 
course, it is our pride. The interest at our devotionals 
is keen and such inspiring topics we have. Thankful the 
Intermediate Department pick such vital topics of life 
for our teen age folks to discuss. Everyone takes pride 
in taking part and doing everything in their power to 
make our meetings interesting and worth while. It cer- 
tainly is a pleasure to work with such a group. I don’t 
know what disappointment means when it comes to our 
Intermediates. I’m truly proud of every one of them. 
Five of our fine folks graduated the first of the year. 
Thanks for the diplomas. We liked them fine. Since 
September our attendance has been grand. An average 
of thirty-five for the four months. Forty-five enrolled. 
February 9th we welcomed a number of Junior Leaguers 
into the Intermediate League. I’m sure that the three 
departments of the Luther League are established in 
Kountze Memorial for good. So much interest is being 
shown by the older folks of the church. January 24th 
we had what we call our 1930 Birthday Party. Each 
member brought his or her offering which was a penny 
for each year.

$5.55. This goes as our share to the Porto Rico Fund.”

Make Easter a happy time with the 
Try some of these plans: 


Posters—Let the Juniors Make These 

“In April There May Be a Shower, But Get Your 
Umbrella and Come for an Hour—to Junior League.” 
Figures of children cut from fashion magazines, with 
umbrellas cut from colored paper. 

Use one of the Perry Pictures showing the Easter 
story, surround this with Easter flowers, daffodils, hya- 
cinths, tulips, etc., drawn with crayon or cut from crepe 
paper. Print notice of meeting at bottom. 

Around an Easter picture put pictures of people of 
other lands—have the Juniors bring these, and print the 
message, “He Is Risen—Go—Tell””. 

Yellow, purple, lavender or white cardboard with a 
large ten cent Perry Picture of the Easter story, and 
decorated with flowers cut from crepe paper—Easter 
lilies, daffodils, etc., makes attractive posters to decor- 
ate the Junior room. | 

A card with cut-outs from Dennison’s crepe paper 
No. 728, with Easter rabbits, etc., can be used to adver- 
tise the meetings during April, with the small Easter 
eggs on the border to mark attendance, birthdays, etc. 

A smiling child, cut from a magazine, with “He’s

Passion Sunday 
WHAT IS INVOLVED IN DECIDING 
FOR CHRIST 
Romans 10:8-15 


(By D. M. Shull, Columbia, S. C.) 


Aims: To show what is required in deciding for Christ, and 
to strengthen those who are now following Him. 

Suggestions: Read or give contents of introduction. Have 
Luther’s explanation of the Third Article of the Apostles’ Creed re- 
cited before the digest is given, Read the questions asked in the 
Order of Confirmation. 

Hymns: “God Calling Yet! Shall I Not Hear?”, “I Think 
es I Read That Sweet Story’, “Just As I Am, Without One 

ea’’. 


Leader: Frequently we find ourselves face to face 
with the problems in life. So to speak we are standing 
at the parting of the ways, and must decide which course 
we shall take. There are now many in the ranks of 
the Luther League, who will soon complete their high 
school or college studies. Some will enter business, 
industry or professional work. <A definite decision must 
be made as to what course or occupation they are go- 
ing to pursue. All along through life conditions will 
present themselves when public and private assertions or 
stands must be made, often to our delight and happi- 
ness and again to our sorrow and chagrin. At this time 
we are to think of a decision far more important than 
any of those mentioned above, one which is fraught 
with consequences for weal or for woe—our decision 
for or against Christ. There are four sides involved in 
deciding for Jesus Christ which are drawn from the 
Scripture Lesson. 

Digest 
I. Know the Truth 

In making a decision for Christ one must know 
the truth of the Word of God. Christ said in His inter- 
cessory prayer: “I have given them Thy Word—sanctify 
them in the truth; Thy Word is the truth.” (John 17: 
14-17). 

The first requirement is, that one must know Jesus 
through His Word. This is no difficult task provided 
the hearer listen attentively with open and receptive 
heart. Neither is God’s will in relation to man hard to 
understand. St. Paul teaches that one is not to seek 
Christ in the heaven above or in the realm beneath, not 
in any secret will of God; for this would be to bring the 
Lord down anew from heaven as an interpreter of the 


divine will, or to recall Him from the dead as though 
He had not already made a sufficient revelation of all 
things necessary for man’s salvation. Rather one is to 
find the truth of Christ in the revealed Word as con- 
tained in the Bible and read daily, as preached from the 
pulpits, as taught in the Sunday School and as heard in 
prayer and creed. 

This word is called the “word of faith” because in it 
Jesus Christ is set forth for our acceptance, and through 
it, faith is wrought in us by the Holy Spirit, and only 
by faith can it be understood. This word must be known 
in its purity as contained in the Holy Scriptures, free 
from the taint of added thought or false interpreta- 
tions. In speaking to the Ephesians, St. Paul said: “I 
commend you to God, and to the word of His grace, 
which is able to build you up, and to give you the inheri- 
tance among all them that are sanctified.” (Acts 20:32). 
Therefore in seeking spiritual knowledge “one need not 
soar to heaven or plunge into the abyss” for Christ, the 
Son of God, has come down from the celestial heights, 
has dwelt among us, has risen from the dead, conquer- 
ing sin and death for all peoples, and is leading them in 
the way to life eternal. Hence He has made the truth 
intelligible and the grace of God real and near. 


II. Believe the Truth 

After learning the word it is just as essential that 
one believe the truth. We are told that “belief cometh 
of hearing and hearing of the word of Christ.” (Romans 
10:17). The fruit of hearing is belief or faith. 

If we fail to gain this element of religion, a decision 
is impossible. If St. Paul had not believed the Macedon- 
ian call to be a command of God, he would not have 
obeyed, and we might have been pagans today. Should 
the citizens of Germany not have believed the teachings 
of Martin Luther as being truly Biblical, we would 
probably be Roman Catholics. If a patient does not be- 
lieve in the instructions of his physician and follow his 
directions, he has a poor chance for improvement. Some 
of the decisive battles of the world have been won 
chiefly through confidence in the commander. In like 
manner it is necessary that one believe the truth of the 
Gospel in order that he may live spiritually, This con- 
dition is one which can be fulfilled by people of every 
rank, age and culture, through the work of the Holy 
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Spirit; yet it is one which affects profoundly the moral 
and spiritual nature. “For with the heart man believeth 
unto righteousness and with the mouth confession is 
made unto salvation.” (Romans 10:10). 


III. The Truth Confessed 

It is not sufficient that man merely utter prayers to 
God in privacy or cherish a faith hidden in his own 
soul. There should be a willingness to confess Him 
before men under any and every circumstance. Jesus 
said: “Everyone who shall confess Me before men, 
him will I confess before My Father who is in heaven.” 
(Matthew 10:32). No Christian can afford to be ashamed 
of Him who has done so much for us and who offers us 
eternal life in Himself. Evangelical faith always goes 
before and leads to confession of the mouth. A failure 
to confess deprives one of the very blessing which faith 
would lay hold of. We confess Christ today under dif- 
ferent conditions from those of the apostles’ times. The 
great dangers of persecution and martyrdom no longer 
exist in our land. However there are millions of men 
and women who need to hear us avow our faith in 
Christ with the boldness of the martyrs in order that 
they also may be encouraged to confess Him. It is 
indispensable and must not be withheld. “If faith does 
not grow with confession, it dies back; first into mere 
opinion, and then into unbelief,”—Liddon. 


IV. Live the Truth 

This truth which the follower of Christ knows, 
believes and confesses must also be lived. A confessing 
religion must be a practicing religion. St. James says: 
“Faith without works is dead.” Right living in relation 
to God and man is necessary evidence of the fact that we 
know, believe and confess the truth. Otherwise our re- 
ligion is vain, and is only a pretense. The effective re- 
ligion requires that the heart be in it, also that the 
whole life be transformed. The spiritual must dominate 
the carnal. The word must be our life’s guide. To de- 
cide for Christ means that we are to be His and that He 
is ours; we are to live a new life in Him and for Him. 
This relationship should be preserved unbroken and will 
finally lead to an eternal dwelling place of bliss in His 
presence.

WHY EVERYBODY NEEDS CHRIST 


John 14:1-11 


Aims: To show that salvation is through Christ alone. To en- 
courage young people to take Christ with them as a daily companion. 

Suggestion: As an added feature of the program, have as many 
as possible of the following: a father, a mother, a minister, a 
teacher, a business man, a physician, a farmer, an industrial worker, 
etc., to give from their respective points of view a few brief state- 
ments i answer to the question, Why do I need Christ? 


Digest 

What is the need of the world today? What is the 
greatest need of man? These questions are often asked 
and the answers given are varied. Christ is the need of 
the world today, He is the need of the individual as 
well as society as a whole. Some say that the world 
has changed considerably since Jesus talked and walked 
among men, and that Christ is not what the world needs. 
It is true that changes, due to science, invention and 
improved methods, have taken place, but human nature 
has not changed. The crying need of the soul is the 
same today as it was yesterday. In this changing world 
we need a changeless Christ, because: 

Sin Affects All 

Some men deny this altogether, others admit it 
reluctantly. In either case it is a sad fact that we are 
all sinners in the sight of God. Sin is universal and we 
should not attempt to minimize the fact by saying that 
that teaching is out of date. We cannot get away from 
the fact of the universality of sin. The prophet Isaiah 
said: “All we like sheep have gone astray; we have 
turned every one to his own way.” Paul in writing to 
the Romans declares: “For all have sinned, and fall 
short of the glory of God.” 

Each Lord’s Day morning we confess that “we are 
by nature sinful and unclean, and that we have sinned 
against God by thought, word and deed.” Daily we do 
things which are displeasing to God, not only overt acts 
of sin but failure to do what it is our duty to do. There 
are sins of omission as well as sins of commission. The 
Scriptures declare unmistakably the divine penalty upon 
sin. ‘The wages of sin is death.” Without the saving 
grace of God, received in Christ Jesus, we are all sub- 
ject to the wrath of God. Everybody needs Christ 
because: 

He Is the Only Saviour from Sin 

Christ alone is able to save us from our sins, “for 
neither is there any other name under heaven, that is 
given among men, wherein we must be saved.” (Acts 
4:12). It is impossible for us to lift ourselves out of 
the mire of sin. Any effort to do so is like a man who 
attempts to lift himself out of the mud by tugging at 
his boot straps. One man cannot save another, but he 
may be instrumental in bringing that individual to a 
living faith in Christ. When Christ is enthroned in the 
heart sin is dethroned. As light banishes darkness so 
when Christ comes into the heart the condemning power 
of sin and evil is overcome. “For God sent not the Son 
into the world to judge the world; but that the world 
should be saved through him.” (John 3:17). 

Christ said: “I am the way, the truth, and the life; 
no one cometh unto the Father, but by Me.” ‘There is 
no other way of salvation. There is only one way to 
eternal blessedness and communion with God and that 
way is Christ Jesus. The road that leads to eternal 
glory and happiness is the road by which Christ leads 
the true believer. Christ alone is our salvation. He has 
the words of eternal life. 
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As sin is universal so Christ offers His salvation 
to all men. Paul in writing to Timothy speaks of “God 
our Saviour, who would have all men to be saved, and 
come to the knowledge of the truth.” With extended 
arms He offers His pardon and grace to all. He came 
into the world “to seek and to save that which was lost”. 
He is constantly seeking the one who is dead in tres- 
‘passes and sin. In Christ men will be saved, out of 
Christ there is no salvation. 


Faith in Christ Brings Peace 

There is a universal quest in the hearts of men for 
peace, enduring peace. Men have sought for peace in 
deeds of righteousness which they have done, but like 
Saul of Tarsus and Martin Luther, have never found it 
apart from Christ. “He is our peace.” He has peace 
for those who are in the vale of sorrow, He has com- 
fort for the troubled and weary heart, His peace is the 
peace which passes all understanding. 

The soul that possesses the perfect peace of Christ 
has full communion with God. “Being therefore justi- 
fied by faith we have peace with God through our 
Lord Jesus Christ.” What joy and peace is found in 
personal, living communion with Christ! The storms 
and stresses of life may come but the soul united to 
Christ has no fears, it experiences no anxiety. As a 
buoy in the foaming sea remains fixed, so the soul 
anchored in Christ remains firm and steadfast among the 
trials and disappointments of life. In the spiritual con- 
flicts of life we need this peace which Christ gives to the 
believer. 

There is a wonderful opportunity for each Leaguer 
to serve his fellowmen by carrying the gospel of peace 
to those whose lives have not been calmed and quieted 
by a repose in Him, who alone can speak peace to the 
troubled heart. It is an opportunity to help in the 
Master’s cause. It is your call to service.

WHY WE BELIEVE WE LIVE FOREVER 
John 11:23-26; Mark 12:26, 27 


Aims: To show the development of the doctrine of immortality 
in the Bible. To strengthen the belief in a personal resurrection. 

Suggestions to the Leader: The program should be conducted 
as a Bible reading. Prior to the meeting the Scripture references 
should be written on slips of paper and given to the Leaguers to be 
read in order. In reading the digest the leader should pause for the 
Bible references to be read. This reading should be done promptly so 
as to preserve unity in the program. 


Digest 

The hope of the immortality of the soul can be 
traced, with scarcely a break, through all the peoples 
inhabiting the globe. The contents of the tombs of prim- 
itive man bear evidence of this hope in a future state. 
The magnificent sepulchres along the Nile testify to the 
hope of immortality held by the ancient Egyptians. 
How ancient this hope is, is shown by the inscriptions 
on monuments, hewn thousands of years before Christ. 
We are told that the ancient Chinese and other peoples 
of the Orient also cherished the hope of life beyond 
the grave. 


These are merely examples to show that other 
peoples hold to a future hope. Therefore, it is a mis- 
taken idea to conclude that immortality is a discovery of 
Christianity. We must not forget that Christians share 
their belief in a future life not only with the Jews, but 
with Hindus, Greeks, and others. However, in spite of 
this almost universal hope of immortality, the non- 
Christian man longs for an assurance of his hope, for 
back of his hope are questions and fears. 


The Christian’s belief in immortality is not built 
upon reason or tradition, but upon the Word of God. 
The true living God has given His revelation to man. 
Hence, it is to this revelation that we go for our belief 
in immortality. This being true, the Christian Church 
has an assurance of immortality which the non-Chris- 
tian religions lack. 


Teaching in the Old Testament 


A study of the Holy Scriptures shows a gradual 
development of the doctrine of immortality. Starting 
with a vague hope in the Old Testament, this develop- 
ment ends in the New Testament with the assurance of 
eternal life for the individual soul. While the Old 
Testament does not have a clear and definite teaching 
on immortality, it would be a mistake to conclude that 
there are no references to the life beyond the grave. 
Jesus said that “God is the God of the living” when He 
quoted Exodus 3:6. Years later, after the Exodus, at the 
death of his son, David expressed a belief in some kind 
of a continual existence beyond the grave (II Samuel 
12:21-23). When we read the Book of Psalms we find 
the writer making a number of references to the existing 
hope of immortality. There are passages in which the 
Psalmist’s assurance of the care of God is such as to 
take away his fear of death, (Psalm 16:9-11; 49:14, 15; 
73:24,25). The Old Testament prophets also have a 
hope of immortality and resurrection. Compare Isaiah 
25:8,9 and Isaiah 26:19. Daniel teaches the resurrection 
of the just and unjust, and the glorious reward of the 
righteous (Daniel 12:1,2). Even though the latter part 
of the Old Testament gives a clearer view of the doc- 
trine of immortality, it closes with little more than hope. 
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Teaching in the Gospels 

It is only when we reach the New Testament that 
we find a clearer teaching on the doctrine of immortality. 
But when we do reach the new revelation we immedi- 
ately see the light shining forth. And so it is from the 
New Testament that the Christian finds assurance for 
the belief that the individual soul lives forever. -In the 
gospels Jesus definitely and clearly teaches eternal life 
for the soul of man—a reward for the righteous and 
punishment for the wicked (John 5:28,29). We have 
the promise of Jesus to raise up all men at the last day 
(John 6:39, 40,44). Our conviction of this is strength- 
ened by the words of Jesus in John 2:25, 26; 3:14-16. The 
Old Testament hope develops into a definite belief in 
immortality and personal resurrection, through the per- 
son and work of our risen Lord, “who abolished death 
and brought life and immortality to light through the 
gospel.” 

Teachings of Paul 

In the letters of Paul we find that he develops the 
doctrine of immortality and personal resurrection in its 
most complete form. From the resurrection of Jesus, 
as a historical fact, Paul draws his proof of immortality. 
The great argument is that one has risen (I Corinthians 
15:20-22). The grave was powerless to hold such life. 
Armed guards could not prevent the bursting of the 
tomb on the first Easter morning. All the power of 
Rome could not stem the tide of life. The risen Christ 
became the new head of humanity, and His resurrection 
became the prophecy of the resurrection of men. Paul’s 
doctrine is set forth in the following passages: I Thes- 
salonians 4:13-18; I Corinthians 15:54-57.

SHALL WE EXPAND MISSIONS? 


Matthew 28:18-20; Acts 1:8

uggestions to Leaders: Luther Leagues that have used “For- 
Pertanian. Under Fire’ as a mission study textbook will want 


WHY? 
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a special program to follow the mission study class. The helps 
given below will be a foundation for this program. Leagues that 
have not had mission study classes should secure a copy of the 
book and use it in connection with the following program. 


Leader: Shall we expand missions? Why? The 
answer to the first question is so evident that the second 
question follows without waiting for an answer. The 
questions may be arranged and the’ last one put first. 
“Why shall we expand missions?” The Scripture read- 
ings in the Topic Booklet give seven answers to the 
question. If there were no other reason than the one 
in Acts 1:8, there would beyond all doubt be a sufficient 
answer to the question. The word “uttermost” is all- 
inclusive. “And ye shall be my witnesses unto the 
uttermost part of the earth.” Not until witnesses have 
carried the message to the “uttermost part of the earth” 
can there be any question about the answer. What 
would have been the result if the early Christian 
Church had not felt that missions should be expanded? 
When Paul became a disciple he accepted without reser- 
vation the command given to Christ’s disciples. There 
was no thought in his mind but the thought of taking 
the message to the “uttermost part of the earth.” One 
answer, then, to the question “Why shall we expand 
missions?” is because there is such a wide distance 
between the missionary boundaries and the “uttermost 
part of the earth.” With one-half of the world outside 
the missionary boundary, there should be no question 
about the expansion of missions. However, there are 
some people who think that missions should not be ex- 
panded—that the mission task should be discontinued. 
How shall we answer them? 

Member: We may consider the reasons for discon- 
tinuing any task and consider whether these reasons 
apply to the expansion of missions. A task should be 
discontinued when it has been completed. The car- 
penter who continues to hammer the nail after it is 
well in place has wasted effort. The dressmaker should 
count her task as completed when the last necessary 
stitch has been taken. When the “uttermost part of 
the earth” has been reached the expansion of missions 
should be stopped; but we are aware that the mission- 
ary task is far from completion. If there were no 
other country than China to be considered, we know 
that there would still be millions who have not heard 
the witnessing. Rev. Milton Stauffer (a Secretary of 
the Foreign Missions Conference of North America) 
says: “Forty-six per cent of China still lies beyond ten 
miles of any evangelistic center. As far as it is possible 
for any man to judge from a careful study of the recent 
survey, at least seventy million Chinese still live without 
a reasonable hope of hearing of Christ and His revelation 
within the next ten years.” 


An enterprise that does not produce good results 
should be abandoned. The plow that leaves the land in 
poor condition should be laid aside. The physician who 
prescribes harmful medicine should discontinue his prac- 
tice. A quotation from the Secretary in “Foreign Mis- 
sions Under Fire” is given in answer to the statement 
that has sometimes been made that missions should be 
stopped because they are not producing the desired re- 
sults. The Secretary says: “If you wish me to name 
the outstanding achievements of the missionaries, I will 
mention the uplift of womanhood and childhood through- 
out the non-Christian world. Jesus’ conception of per- 
sonality—every man, every woman, a child of God and 
hence entitled to the noblest things—that is our ideal 
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of education in the foreign field.” Professor Paul Mon- 
roe in his appraisal of Medical Missions says: “There 
is nothing more impressive in all Christian work. ihe 
services of the medical missionaries constitutes an epic 
in itself, and the life work of any one of them would 
furnish a romance of Christian or humanitarian service 
of infinite interest. In a land of vast and over-crowded 
population, where life is at a margin of subsistence, 
where human sympathy therefore has had little room 
for development, where, through a huge infant mortality, 
great callousness among the ignorant has been de- 
veloped; in a land inhabited and cultivated for centuries 
where infections are on all hands—in the air, in the 
water, in the food, in the earth, in the homes, where ig- 
norance and superstition have taken the place of medi- 
cal science, the value of such trained workers can have 
no estimate put upon it.” 

The Chinese Recorder made the following state- 
ment: “It is the Christian workers and the Christian 
civilization that have lifted Japan above the darkness of 
old ideas and backward customs and put her in the path 
of higher culture.” 

Leader: A third reason that may be offered for the 
discontinuance of any movement is the fact that it is 
considered too expensive. This charge has been made 
against the expansion of missions. Some people have 
made the charge that it takes a dollar to get a dollar 
to the mission fields. Can this charge be answered? 

Member: Statistics prove that the statement about 
a dollar to get another dollar to the mission field is not 
true. Even if this statement were true—even if it did 
take a dollar to get another dollar into operation, would 
the cost be too great? A soul cannot be valued in dol- 
lars. More money is spent every year to take Standard 
Oil into mission fields than is spent by all of our mis- 
sion boards together to take the gospel to the same 
fields; the Standard Oil Company does not stop on 
account of the expense. The cash register business has 
been expanded until it reaches around the world, and 
there has been no criticism of expense connected with 
this expansion. So long as millions of dollars are being 
spent by Christian people for their own personal pleas- 
ures, we cannot speak of the extravagance of missions. 
A study of the sacrifices of our missionaries, and a 
study of the reports of our mission boards prove that 
the charge of extravagance is not true. When we talk 
of “too much expense” we are in danger of putting too 
low a valuation on the message of the Gospel. If we 
represented “the other half” rather than our fortunate 
half, even our own ideas of expense might be changed. 

Leader: A fourth reason that may be suggested as 
a cause for stopping a movement is the statement that 
energies should be directed elsewhere. The frequent 
cry of “Save America first” has made some people con- 
sider the wisdom of the expansion of missions. Is there 
an answer to the appeal for America first? 

Member: Again we quote from the Secretary in 
“Foreign Missions Under Fire’: “Yes, ‘Save America 
first’ has become the slogan of the modern objector. 


Some use it as an alibi, because it sounds patriotic and” 


pious and affords a plausible excuse for not separating 
themselves from their hard-earned cash. But others 
use it sincerely and for these I have much sympathy. 
Of course, we must save America and just as rapidly 
and constantly as possible. We who go in for foreign 
missions love America; we believe in America; we want 
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to do our share to make America glorious among the 
nations; we realize the shocking inconsistencies in 
American life; we mourn her un-Christian attitudes and 
ways, especially in the matter of race discrimination 
and the wide-spread spirit of lawlessness that prevails; 
the more so as these give her a sorry reputation abroad. 
Beyond question, America should come first in our affec- 
tion, interest and strategy. But you know, and I know, 
there is no such thing as any nation being saved by 
itself. The world is unity; materialism and selfishness, 
like disease and cyclone, recognize no international 
boundaries. What we must do is to save the world and 
America in the process.” 

There is also an answer to the “Save America first” 
objection given in a leaflet of the American Baptist Mis- 
sionary Professor Frederick Anderson, the 
author of the leaflet says: 

“Save America first is directly opposed to the divine 
plan as revealed in the Scriptures and in history. Indeed, 
its principle was the first practical heresy of the Chris- 
tian Church. Those early disciples wanted to save Jeru- 
salem first, but God scattered them by the persecution 
of Saul and they went everywhere preaching the Word, 
throughout Judea, into Samaria and Phoenecia and even 
as far as Antioch. There they wanted to save Antioch 
first, but the Holy Spirit said, ‘Separate me Barnabas 
and Saul for the work which I have called them’, and 
Barnabas and Saul were their best men. So, turning 
their backs on half-saved Antioch, they pressed on to 
Cyprus and Asia Minor. Then even Paul thought that 
before going further he would thoroughly evangelize 
Asia Minor, but the Holy Spirit forbade them to speak 
the word in its great western province of Asia and suf- 
fered them not to go north into Bithynia, but urged them 
right on across the sea into Europe, the continent of our 
forefathers, leaving behind an Asia only touched by the 
Gospel. Arriving in Macedonia, Paul thought that was 
to be the scene of his great work, but before he had 
finished there, the Lord pried him out of it, It took 
Paul some time to comprehend the idea that he was not 
to make Macedonia his headquarters, but finally God 
made it plain to him that he had much people in Cor- 
inth, too. In like manner Paul went on to Ephesus, to 
Rome and probably to Spain. And before these Mediter- 
ranean countries were wholly saved, missionaries went 
forth to what is now France and Germanyiand Britain 
and preached the Gospel to the savages in the forests, 
who now have been transformed into Englishmen and 
Americans, largely by the power of the Gospel. 

“Why, we would not be here today, six thousand 
miles from Judea, if the principle of Save America first 
had been followed by our Christian forbears. Every 
one of us is a trophy of the foreign mission enterprise. 

“And shall we wait until America is made wholly 
or even in majority Christian before we send the Gospel 
to China, Africa and the islands of the sea? It is not 
the divine plan, it is not God’s way. The Christian re- 
ligion stagnates if it does not send forth perennial 
streams of its life to the ends of the earth. It is true 
that we must save America and save the world; but it 
is equally true that we must save the world to save 
America.” 

Leader: Let us change the question of our subject 
and make the “we” of our subject a really personal pro- 
noun of the first person: Shall we, who are members of 
the Lutheran Church, expand missions? Why? 


Society. 
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Member: Within the last year our Foreign Mission 
Board has talked not so much of expansion as of re- 
trenchment. On every side have come to us reports of 
work that could not expand according to the desires of 
our missionaries. The situation is well known. Our 
Board has had a debt of large proportions which has 
handicapped its work and held back its program of 
advancement. The answer to the Epiphany appeal which 
has gone to all of our churches will decide in a large 
measure what the policy of our Board will be. The re- 
moval of the debt will make way for greater expansion. 

Let us apply to the Lutheran Church the questions 
about expansion. First, has our task been completed? 
The same answer that was given previously can be 
added here. There are literally millions of people wait- 
ing to hear the Gospel. We cannot with a clear con- 
science before God and ourselves relax our plans until 
the task is completed. 

What are the results that are being accomplished by 
our foreign mission work? We only need cast our eyes 
to Japan, to our schools and churches there, to find that 
we are moving ahead in the island empire of Japan. In 
China, where conditions are so restless and changing, 
even there splendid reports are coming back. In Africa, 
probably our most discouraging field, from the point of 
view of visible results, the personality of Christ is mak- 
ing a sure impression upon the character of that con- 
tinent. South America is showing “profits”, if we look 
at it as a business man. 
so rapidly that funds are far too short to meet the in- 
sistent demands of our missionaries for expansion. 
There are almost as many Lutherans in India as there 
are in the Maryland Synod, the Virginia Synod, the 
North Carolina Synod, the South Carolina Synod, the 
Georgia Synod, the Mississippi Synod, and the Synod 


In India our Church is growing 
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of Texas—or in other words, of the entire southern sec- 
tion of our country. And it is an organized Church 
with a full set-up of officers. 

There was that final argument that concerns some 
cautious folks—that of it costing one dollar to get one 
dollar to the foreign mission field. Let us apply that 
to our Board. Well, it comes out like this. Our over- 
head expense in this work is five per cent—that is to say, 
that it costs only five cents to get each dollar to the 
field. This statement is not guess work, neither is it 
an estimate. It is the report on figures that are actual 
and real. Can any business house in America boast of 
doing business on a more economic basis? 

Our newly-elected Foreign Mission Board Secre- 
tary is a man of vision and power. He has within his 
heart a well-developed plan for the expansion of our 
mission work. He has no idea of retrenching with a 
view of stopping the foreign mission work. He is a 
level-headed Christian who is getting his breath caught 
up preliminary to leading us into the greatest foreign 
mission adventuré that our Church-has yet known. Our 
Board deserves the confidence of the Church, and with 
that it will move on to the great things for which all 
of us are praying. 

Leader: The last four years have shown that the 
Luther League of America believes that we shall ex- 
pand missions. When the call for help in expansion 
came from Andhra in India, the Luther Leaguers showed 
in a material way their readiness to help. The second 
call from Argentina was answered in the same spirit. 
“Let us expand missions in the Argentine’ was the 
ever-present idea in the minds and hearts of the Luther 
Leaguers. And again, we do not doubt the answer that 
will be given to the call for expansion through a Train- 
ing School in Porto Rico. :

WHAT DO I WANT MORE THAN ANYTHING 
ELSE IN THE WORLD? 
Philippians 3:7-16 

Every age is an age of desire. The baby wants 
this, the child that, and the grandparent something else. 
And yet no age is satisfied, because there are always so 
many things we want that we can neither have nor get. 
Possibly the one characteristic that marks the age of 
you boys and girls who study this topic, in respect to 
your desires, is this: You want so many things without 
knowing what you really want. As you grow older your 
wants will be narrowed down to particular things. 

Wanting a thing is not necessarily needing it. Our 
wants are legion, while our actual needs are few. Most 
of the things we want could just as well be done without. 


To Leader: List on a blackboard twenty-five things the Leaguers 
want. Then check off those items unnecessary to life. Next list 
only items essential to health, happiness and helpfulness. 


What one need listed above means more to you 
than anything else in the world? 

Is it health? If all of us were one hundred per cent 
healthy would we necessarily be happy? 

Is it happiness? Could we be very happy and at 
the same time be unhealthy? 


Is it to be helpful? Is an unhealthy and unhappy 
person liable to be helpful? 

I personally think that the one thing I want more 
than anything else in the world is a combination of 
health, happiness and helpfulness. I prefer not to have 
one without the other two; for the three are interde- 
pendent. Besides, the possession of these three implies 
that to have health I must be temperate in all things 
and obey all the laws of body and nature; that to have 
happiness I must share happiness with others—hence 
loved ones and friends; and that to be helpful I must 
get my inspiration from the One who came on earth to 
show us how to be “our brother’s keeper”. 

So you see, the surest source of health, happiness 
and helpfulness is Jesus. That which I want more than 
anything else in the world then is Jesus, for He alone 
satisfies every need. 

It was Jesus whom Paul wanted more than any- 
thing else. Paul “suffered the loss of all things” to win 
Christ. What Paul surrendered in order to have Christ 
would shame us all. Nothing was too much for him to 
discount for Christ—including wealth, position, home, 
loved ones and all. But the returns on Paul’s invest- 
ment were so priceless that he exclaims loud enough 
for us to hear: “I press toward the mark for the prize 
of the high calling of God in Christ Jesus.” 
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Why do I want Jesus more than anything else in 
the world? 

1. Because He is God’s most precious gift to me. 
Why be satisfied with the mediocre when the best is 
obtarnable? 

2. Because “the excellency of the knowledge of 
Christ Jesus my Lord” is superior to any knowledge I 
may acquire, Verse 8. 

3. Because Jesus is the ‘Pearl of Great Price’, 
hence all things are of inferior value and worth to me. 
Verse 8. 

4. Because the righteousness clothed upon me by 
Jesus is His own righteousness through faith in Him. 
Verse 9. 

5. Because to have fellowship with Him in His 
sufferings and to feel the power of His resurrection are 
two privileged experiences that I cannot possibly get 
along without. Verse 10. 

6. Because I want to be raised with Him from the 
dead. Verse 11. My mind tells me that I am to live 
hereafter—Jesus alone of all men pofhted out the way 
to life eternal. 

7. Because the Christian life is the only progressive 
life I know of. In it I am always apprehending some- 
thing real and permanent. Verse 12. What’s more, I 
am apprehended (seized) all the while by Jesus. What 
a blessed thing it is to know that Jesus is at the other 
end of life holding fast to the rope. 


Questions 

1. I said that the one thing I want more than any- 
thing else in the world is a combination of health, 
happiness and helpfulness. This is saying that I want 
Jesus. Would the world today be as healthy, as happy 
and as helpful without Jesus? Did evil ever produce 
good health laws, hospitals and works and institutions 
of mercy? Are godless commercial interests in foreign 
fields doing the things our missionaries are doing for 
the health, happiness and helpfulness of those peoples? 

2. Is the thing I want most always the thing I 
need most? 

April 13, 1930 
ACCOMPANYING JESUS INTO JERUSALEM 
Matthew 21:1-11 

Did you ever stop to think how seldom we go 
places or do things alone? In most instances we go 
together and do things together. The reason for this 
is because we are happier when we share our pleasures 
and labors with others, and because few things can be 
done alone. The soloist requires an accompanist, the 
painter a subject, the sculptor a model. In like manner 
Jesus needs not one, but many accompanists, to carry 
out His plans for the redemption of man. ; 

Accompanying Jesus to Jerusalem is the supreme 
test of our loyalty. If we follow Him into Jerusalem we 
have followed Him all along the way; because Jerusa- 
lem is expressive of the concerted shame of man upon 
the purity of the Master. 

It is one thing to accompany Jesus on His errands 
of mercy and enjoy with Him the plaudits of the 
people. It is one thing to accompany Jesus into the 
services of the Luther League, and the Sunday School, 
and worship Him without being scorned and scoffed at. 
It is one thing to accompany Jesus among one’s own 
group of Christian fellows. But it is another thing to 
accompany Him amidst those who cry out “Crucify 
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Him!” Supposing we think on some of the things im- 
plied in our accompanying Jesus into Jerusalem. 

1. Are we foot sore? This question is directed at 
any excuse of a physical sort that we may advance in 
objection to a loyal following of Jestss. When we are 
asked to “run an errand” for mother or in the interests 
of the church, or to wash dishes after a League social— 
do we complain of being tired or maybe feign a head- 
ache? Are we foot sore? Did you ever think on how 
much and how far Jesus had to walk in order to go 
about doing good? Someone give a description of the 
land of Palestine—the parish Jesus served on foot. Now 
let us all think on how ill it becomes us to be unduly 
concerned about our own ease when our Master had so 
little. Can you be foot sore when you see your blessed 
Lord struggling up Golgotha’s awful hill bearing His 
own cross? 

2. Are we mind sore? This question is asked on 
the basis of the circumstances surrounding the request 
of Jesus to have an ass and her colt brought to Him. 
It indicates three things, namely: (1) The ass was a 
mean and unattractive beast for one so great and holy 
as Jesus to ride; (2) The fact that the animal was bor- 
rowed proved the extent of Christ’s poverty, and (3) 
The vagueness of Christ’s orders put the disciples to 
wondering what they should do in case objection was 
raised to their removal of the beast. 

In other words, the prophecy of Isaiah (Isaiah 53: 
1-5) had come true. “There is no beauty that we should 
desire him.” What was there in all this picture to 
stimulate the mind to show just pride in Christ’s tri- 
umphal entry into Jerusalem? What a contrast between 
Christ’s poor and ordinary entrance into Jerusalem as 
compared to that of the many earthly potentates since 
His time? 

Are you mind sore? That is, are you ashamed of 
the humble entrance of Jesus into Jerusalem? Would 
you follow Him through the streets of your city today 
if He were seated on a mule? Are you abashed at 
having Him ask you to perform duties that seem so 
simple and mean? What mental reaction do you feel 
toward the requirements of Jesus upon His followers? 

Unless you are a proud and boastful Christian you 
are no Christian at all—you are mind sore. 

3. Are we pocketbook sore? Verse 8 tells us that 
“a very great multitude spread their garments in the 
way.” Others cut down branches from the trees. Gar- 
ments cost something. Branches nothing. Which are 
you spreading in the way of Jesus? Are you liberal 
toward self and selfish toward Jesus? 


To Leader: Have a check-up on what the Leaguers spend on 
themselves, such as on_movies, candy, ice cream, etc., over against 
what they give to the Lord. 


4. Are we voice sore? Verse 9 says that “the 
multitude that went before, and that followed, cried, 
saying, Hosanna to the son of David: Blessed is he 
that cometh in the name of the Lord; Hosanna in the 
highest.” In League meetings are you voice sore? Do 
you talk while others are singing? Or do you just keep 
quiet because of having a poor voice? Are you ready 
to lead a meeting when called upon? Do you pray? Do 
you speak a good word for Jesus? 

When the late King Edward of England opened 
the new dock at Cardiff, a fleet of boats were eager to 
pass by in review. After the entry of the royal yacht 
a couple of steamers, crowded with children, the in- 
mates of various benevolent institutions, swept in. On 
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one of the steamers were many deaf-mute children, on 
whose behalf a large banner conveyed a message to His 
Majesty in the simple and eloquent words: “We cannot 
shout, we cannot sing, but we can love our gracious 
King”, 

5. Are we heart sore? Some there were in that 
multitude singing Christ’s hosannas, who later joined 
the throng and yelled out “Crucify Him”. Such were 
heart sore, for “As a man thinketh in his heart so is 


” . . . 
he”. Man never says out loud what isn’t in his heart. 


April 20, 1930 
THOUGHTS SUGGESTED BY EASTER 
I Corinthians 15 :12-23 

The loftiest thoughts a Christian can possibly have 
are suggested by Easter. Every other thought of Jesus 
leads up to the sublime thought of the resurrection morn. 
In fact, without the Easter thought any other thought 
of Jesus lacks foundation and assurity. He is most 
miserable who believes in Jesus, but not in His Easter 
glory. 

Yet there are those in our day who disbelieve in 
the resurrection. Such occupy place with the Corinth- 
ians, to whom Paul is writing in our lesson. Since the 
modern disbeliever offers no more reason for his con- 
trary opinions on the resurrection of Christ suppose we 
go to our text and study it verse by verse. 


First Thought 

Paul in verses 12 to 14 (have it read) intimates that 
our preaching of Christ’s resurrection is no folly. Let’s 
see for ourselves. Since Christ’s appearance in human 
form after His resurrection is clear proof of the fact, 
then suppose we call on those persons who saw Him 
in person after He was declared dead on the cross. 
What do they say? 

1. Mary Magdalene spoke to the risen Lord and 
said, “Rabboni”. Read her full story in John 20:11-18. 

2. Jesus said to the women, “All hail.” Read about 
it in Matthew 28:1-10. 

3. Jesus took a surprise walk with two of His 
followers. Let them tell their own story in Luke 24: 
13-35. 

4. Into a closed room the Master comes and shows 
His hands and feet. Share in the joy of the disciples by 
reading Luke 24:36-45. 

5. Thomas said to the Lord, “My Lord and my 
God”. Read how it all happened in John 20:24-29. 

6. When seven of His disciples returned to their 
old trade of catching fish, the Risen One gave certain 
instructions. Read John 21:1-17. 

7. Paul gives a personal account of seeing the risen 
Christ. Acts 9:3-6. 

8. In Paul’s day there were those living who had 
seen Christ risen from the dead. Read I Corinthians 
15) 40), 

9. The great martyr, Stephen, saw Him, too. Acts 
7:51-60. 

Others saw Jesus, but why ask for further proof of 
the fact that we have a Saviour? Having a Saviour, 
our preaching is not in vain. 


Second Thought 
Verse 14. On the basis of a risen Lord our faith is 
not in vain. If people in Jesus’ day were praised for 
having faith in Him (Matthew 8:5-10), certainly the 
Easter message should increase our faith. Surely we 
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can sing “Faith of our fathers, living still” without one 
wit of doubt. 
Third Thought 

Verse 15. The Easter message puts aside all ques- 
tioning with regard to the merits of our witnessing for 
Christ. When you know a thing to be true your en- 
thusiasm in telling others about it isn’t determined by 
their readines to believe you. You know it to be true— 
that is sufficient. There is no danger of false witness- 
ing by the vast army of the Lord who know for a cer- 
tainty that “the gospel of good tidings” they believe and 
preach to be true, 

Fourth Thought 

Verse 16. The fourth thought is that the dead rise. 
Jesus was seen to raise the ruler’s daughter (Matthew 
9:18-26). He raised Lazarus, too. He furthermore said, 
“T, if I be lifted up, will draw all men unto me.’’ What 
a blessed thought it is to know that Christ is risen and 
now is up in heaven holding out the promise to draw us 
to Him. The form of my resurrection, I know, will be 
in His likeness (Philippians 3:20, 21 and John 3:2). 


Fifth Thought 
Verse 17. I am no longer in my own sins. There 
is plenty of sin in me, but the blood of Christ cleanseth 
me from all my sins. Jesus can’t extract sin from me, 
but He can and does subtract its power over me and 
checks its spread. 
Sixth Thought 
Verse 18. My friends and loved ones who died in 
Christ will be reunited with me at death, just as surely 
as Lazaraus was reunited to his sisters following his 
resurrection. 
Seventh Thought : 
Verses 20-23. Finally, Easter suggests the thought 
that I should strive daily to live in holiness of life and 
conversation in order that in Christ “I may be made 
alive”.

HOW CAN I HELP IN 


WORLD-WIDE EVANGELISM? 
Romans 10:8-15 


To Leader: To get anything out of this topic it will be neces- 
sary to do some studying. Your pastor can help you in getting to 
the needed “helps” that I will mention. Don’t try to present this 
topic unless prepared. It will be a “flop” if you do, A. careful 
reading of the topic will inform you what reference materials you 


will need. 
Jesus’ Way Is Our Way 

The only way to help in world-wide evangelism is 
to apply the same methods and skill and intense ap- 
plication that Jesus applied. No other way will do. 
Because the same “rich harvest” spreads out before us 
as in Jesus’ day; the souls of men remain the same and 
therefore need the same gospel cure, and Jesus Christ 
remains the same, yesterday, today and forever. 

Before discussing the three methods that Jesus 
used as His part in evangelizing the world, suppose in 
passing we carefully weigh the meaning of the favorite 
sayings of two famous generals. One of the principles 
of the great German tactician was “First ponder, then 
dare’. The motto of the other general was “Know your 
geography and fight your men”. How important it is 
that the Church of Jesus Christ develop such a militant 
temper. Without a knowledge of the geography of the 
Kingdom of God we will fail in applying the principles 
of strategy to the carrying out of the last command 
of Christ. 
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What Are Christ’s Missionary Commands? ; 

1. The first command is “Study”. Here it is, “Lift 
up your eyes, and look on the fields”. John 4:35. Some 
one has aptly said, “Facts are the fuel which missionary 
Why is it that the women of 
our Church are doing so much for missions? Because 
they are constantly studying about missions, They 
study the geography of the mission fields; the needs of 
the institutions and missionaries on those fields, the 
stories of missionaries and converts—stories that have 
in them a challenging appeal and passion to come over 


and help. 


To Leader: Suppose we do a little studying right now. Get 
a copy of the report of the Foreign Missionary* Board from your 
pastor. Learn how many fields our Church occupies. Assign a 
different field to members and give each three minutes time to pre- 
sent a study of those fields. 


Tell the value of our Luther League missionary 
objectives in teaching us about the various missionary 
fields. 

Encourage the Leaguers to read the missionary 
magazine of the Women’s Missionary Society and any 
other material they can lay their hands on concerning 
missions. 

Encourage the organization of a mission study class.

Lord of the harvest that he thrust forth laborers into 
his harvest.” Luke 10:2. J. Campbell White says: 
“Prayer is the first and chief method of solving the mis- 
sionary problem.” There is no human means so effec- 
tive as prayer in releasing us from our indifference and 
apathy to the claim of Christ among non-Christian 
lands. Intercession for world evangelism should. be 


the passion of our lives. 


_ To Leader: Let’s pray right now. Call for many short to the 
point prayers for missions, missionaries and converts. 


Encourage the members to pray daily that the 
cause of Christ might prevail in our hearts in behalf of 
missions. Arthur Smith says: “Intercession is the deep- 


fervor is fired and fed”. 
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ly buried talent”. Let’s get into the thick of the fight 
with our hearts and pray. 

Alexander Duff said this about his missionary lab- 
ors: “Having set my hand to the plough my resolution 
was, the Lord helping me, never to look back any more 
and never to make a half-hearted work of it. Having 
chosen missionary labor in India, I gave myself up 
wholly to it in the destination of my own mind. I 
united or wedded myself to it as a covenant the bands 
of which shall be severed only by death.” So all mis- 
sionaries go to their labors. Can’t we go into prayer 
as doggedly and fervently? 

3. The third command of Jesus is “Give and Serve”. 
“Go ye into all the world and preach the gospel.” Mat- 
thew 28:19,20. Give and serve—money and life. What 
greater gifts can a person bring? Money is coined per- 
sonality. We must come to understand that as we give 
money we give ourselves in service. You do not have 
to go to foreign fields, if God so wills it, but your money 
can be sent—which is your personality. 

Learn early, Intermediate Leaguers, 
yourselves to the inspiring idea that God is the owner 
of all things. Whatever you withhold from Him is 
“stealing from God”. The best way to assure God get- 
ting His rightful share of your money and self is to 
practice the strictest. principles of stewardship. Do it 
Do it with your allowance. Do it with what little

(Have each Junior have a Bible for this meeting, have each 
passage mentioned found as the topic is studied and read.) 


Hymn: “Holy Bible, Book Divine’, No. 53, Chil- 
dren’s Hymnal. 

Introduction by Leader: Our topic today is “Bible 
Texts That Help Me’. There are many verses in our 
Bible which direct and guide us. If we learn them when 
we are children, we will remember them all the days 
of our life. We shall hear about some of these verses. 

Some Favorite Bible Verses: By six Juniors. (Six 
Juniors give the Daily Bible Readings—pamphlet in the 
Junior Program Packet—for the week. Superintendent 
or leader may make a few remarks on each.) 

Leader: If we have so many beautiful verses in our 
Bible, it is our work to read them and study them. 
Daily Bible reading is part of the Junior League pro- 
gram. Do we read our Bibles every day? 

(Call for show of hands of all who are daily Bible 
readers. If desired, a chart may be put on the wall, 
with a picture of little Samuel at the top, and the names 
of the members below, and each week stars may be 
affixed after the names of all who have read their Bibles 
each day during the past week.) 

If we read the Bible we will want to use what we 
learn in our everyday life. If our right arm were fast- 
ened tightly to our body and we were not allowed to use 
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it, in a very short time it would become useless, we 
would not be able to use it at all. So with the Bible 
verses we learn. If we do not use them every day, it 
is no use that we learned them. 

Bible Drill: See that each Junior has a Bible. Call 
out a verse, giving its location merely, i.e. John 3:16. 
The child to find it first in the Bible rises and reads it. 
A slip is given the child who first reads the verse, and at 
the end of the drill the one who holds the largest num- 
ber of slips wins. 


Use these verses: John 3:16; Genesis 1:1; Exodus 
20:1; Psalm 10:1; 4:8; Ephesians 6:1; Matthew 5:3; 
Philippians 4:13; Revelation 21:1; Psalm 1:1; Matthew

THOUGHTS ON THE EASTER STORY 
Mark 16:6 
(By Wilhelmina Behlmer) 


Aims: To have the Juniors realize that we have eternal life 
through the death and resurrection of Jesus Christ, and that Christ 
wants us to tell others of this wonderful gift of eternal life. 

Preparation: Several weeks before Easter have the Juniors plant 
bulbs so that they will blossom in time for Easter. The time will 
depend upon the climate. The blooming plants should be brought 
to the Easter meeting. 

Very often the Juniors have pictures of the Easter story at 
home. ‘Ask each child to bring a picture and be able to tell the 
others what thought the picture gives. 

The leader may secure pictures from the Church Calendar, or 
from the Perry Picture Company, Malden, Mass. “He Is Risen’”’ 
and ‘‘Easter Morning’, by Plockhorst, and “‘On the Way to 
Emmaus” by Hoffman, are especially appropriate. 

Development: Have the Juniors talk informally about the story 
of the bulb and the blossom. They should notice the apparent 
lifelessness of the bulb and the beautiful flower that has resulted 
from its burial in the earth. 


Leader’s Talk on Scripture Passage: We have a 
far more beautiful story to hear today. Jesus had been 
in the tomb three days. All of His friends had been very 
sorrowful and now on the first day of the week, Mary 
Magdalene and the other Mary went to the sepulchre 
with sweet spices to anoint His body. 

Imagine their surprise when they found the stone 
rolled away and an angel sitting within the sepulchre. 
Let us hear the Easter story from St. Mark’s gospel. 

Juniors’ Talk: Have the Juniors give Easter thoughts 
from the pictures that they have brought. 

Leader’s Summary of Easter Thoughts: What did 
the angel tell the women at the tomb? “He is risen; He 
is not here; behold the place where they laid Him.” 
What does that message mean to us? 

Jesus who died on the cross and was buried, con- 
quered death and arose from the dead. What a lovely 
thought, for now we know that we, too, will arise from 
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the dead and have eternal life. He has gone to prepare 


a place for us in heaven. 

Don’t you think that Mary was very happy when 
Jesus appeared to her? He appeared to two others on 
Easter morning. Jesus knew that His friends loved 
Him but it was hard for them to believe that He had 
arisen from the grave, so He came to them that they 
might see and believe. 

Should we keep this happy thought of eternal life 


for ourselves only? The angel said: “Go your way and 


tell His disciples.” 
How can we pass the Easter message of the risen 


Christ on to others? Is there any way in which we 


can do this? 
The Juniors may suggest that the flowers be taken 


to those who are shut-ins, or perhaps the picture may be 
mounted on suitable paper and taken to those who 
cannot be in church to hear the message. 

A definite time should be planned for this, whether 
after the meeting or at another time, so that the service 
might be a definite result of the League discussion.

Topic 

In Luther’s day there was much ignorance among 
the people of the Church and even among the pastors. 

The great value of this little book was in its power 
to do away with the superstition and idolatry which 
existed, and the bringing of light in darkness. A well 
instructed ministry must know the truths of the cate- 
chism. 

It has been of such value to so many persons that 
it has been a popular book for the past four hundred 
years, outliving many fake catechisms prepared by 
other people. 

After 1529 each pastor was asked to teach the cate- 
chism to his young people each Sunday afternoon. These 
classes formed the first Sunday Schools long before 
the modern Sunday School movement was begun by 
Robert Raikes in England. 

In Luther’s day schools were held only once a week 
or not at all. With the introduction of the catechism, 
a regular system of common schools was established. 
As a help to education in days when many could neither 
read nor write, it filled a long felt need. Although 
Martin Luther had written many volumes, he himself 
said the catechism was the best book that he ever pro- 
duced. It was a great little book indeed.
